fiOVERNOR’S .MESSAGE. 

(.icntlemm of the Senate, 

and House of Rqarcsrntalives: 

The revolution of a year has brought us to the 
commencement of another session of the General 
Assembly. The circumstances under which you 
have assembled are eminently calculated to inspire 
us all with feelings of profound gratitude and thanks 
to the Supreme Ruler of the Universe for his count- 
less blessings. Though the country is still afTiicted 
with an unhappy war with a foreign nation, the af- 
fairs of our State have experienced no unfavorable 
change since the adjournment of the lust General 
.\sseinbly, and are, at present, in a highly flattering 
condition. Our people are not only in the enjoy- 
ment of liealth, but our State, in all its purls, abounds 
with most of the comforts and ail the necessaries of 
life, and never, since I came into office, has tliere 
been a lime when tlie tiscal concern.s of the Com- 
monwcallh presented a brighter a.*;pect than at 
present. 

The means of the State have enabled those with 
whom payment was intrusted, to discharge prompt- 
ly all demands which came against the State, in the 
fiscal year ending on the lOtii of October last, and 
'he means will he ample to meet all demands which 
:nay come against the State in the year ending the 
10th of October, 1848. 

.\lter paying all demands that came against the 
Treasury, there remained (*iiy,289 23 in it, on tlie 
loth of October. 1847; and from an estimate made 
)v the Second .-\uditor, there will probably remain 
;n the Treasury, on the 10th of October, 1848, the 
amount of 19.048 5)0, alter paying all demands 
which may come against it up to that time. 

Including 1520,503 which remained in the Treasu- 
ry on the 10 th of October, 1846, the receipts of the 
Treasury, for the year ending the lOtii of October, 
18-17, amounted to ^ 115),] 43 -46; and there was paid 
out, in the same year, 8399,847 23. 

The estimated receipts of the Treasurv’, for the 
fiscal year ending the 10 th of October, 1848, inclu- 
ding A 11)2269 23, which remained in it on the 10th 
of tJetober, 1847, amount to .'5-107,621 93; and it is 
supposed tiiat the demands upon the Treasury, for 
the same year, will amount to .'5388,573 03. 

For more detailed information upon these sub- 
jects, 1 refer you to the First and Second Audit- 
or's and Treasurer’s reports, wliich will be laid be- 
fore you. 

The revenue which was payable in the last fiscal 
year, has been accounted for with commendable 
promptness. With the exception of about 15 I 8 8 ( 1 , 
the entire amount was paid by the collectors into 
the Treasury before the lOlh of October last. 

Taxable property has also been listed by tlie Com- 
missioners appointed for that purpose tlie present 
year, witii more benefit to the Stale than has been 
done in years past. The amount of tax on property 
listed tlic present year, exceeds the amount on prop- 
erty listed tlie year preceding, a fraction above four 
per cent. It is apparent, however, from an inspec- 
tion of the books returned by the Conimissioners to 
the Second .\uditor, that a part of them have failed, 
most palpably, to fulfil the duties enjoined by law 
upon every Commissioner. This is an evil affecting 
the interest of the entire community, and addresses 
itself emphatically to the attention of the General 
.\ssembly. 

In giving the present condition of the public debt, 
I need not go back further than the beginning of the 
last General Assembly. 1 should fail were 1 to at- 
tempt to present a more perfect analysis of the debt 
outstanding against the State at that time, than is 
contained in the message which I then communica- 
ted to the Legislature. The funded debt was stated, 
at that tiim*, to amount to 84,596, 026. Resides 
8426 of Internal Improvement Scrip which was 
then payable, a portion of that debt consisted of 
849,600 of six years bonds, which were and have 
since become payable, . 88 - 1,000 of Railroad bonds 
which will become payable in 1848 and 1849; and 
in a still greater amount of five per cent, bonds 
which will not become payable for several years to 
come. 

With a view to provide means to extinguish these 
several liabilities on terms acceptable to the credit- 
ors, and terms advantageous to the State, authority 
was given to the Governor and ('oinmi.ssioners of 
the Sinking Fund to issue and sell other bonds of 
the State. .Veting under that authority, it was 
deemed advisable, by the Commissioners, that a sale 
should be made; and in conforiuity with their ad- 
vice, as Governor. I have issued and sold si.x per 
cent, bunds to the amount of 861,000. The bonds 
were made payable thirty years after date, but re- 
deemable at the pleasure of the State, any time af- 
ter fifteen years from their date. 

The sales were made on such terms as realized to 
the State the par value of the bonds. The amount 
of sales was placed in the Treasurv to the credit of 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. With 
the means thus obtained, and others belonging to 
the Sinking Fund, and not needed to pay interest, 
the ('ommissioners in the course of the present year 
paid: 

5 per cent, bonds, 821,000 00 

6 per cent. 6 years bonds, 26,800 00 

6 per cent. (Railroad) bonds, 3,000 00

This amount of payments deducted from the 
amount (861,000) of bunds sold, leave 81 0,155) 86 ; 
which, added to .84,51)6,026, the aggregate amount 
of debt outstanding at the date of my last annual 
message, makes tlie present lundeddebt of the State 
amount to 84,606,185 86 . 

Tims it will be perceived that the funded debt of 
tlie State has been increased tbe present year, above 
w hat it was at the commencement of the last Gen- 
eral Assembly the amount of .810.159 86 . Rut 
there remains after the payment of all interest 
which has accrued and which may accrue up to the 
first Monday in January, 1848, an unexpended bal- 
ance of the moans tif tbe Sinking Fund greatly 
more than sufficient to cover the increase of the 
State debt, and which would have been applied to 
the reduction of that debt had not the Coiumission- 
ers been prevented from so applying it by the fail- 
ure of holders to present their hoods for payment. 

Desirous to extinguish as soon as possible all the 
six years bunds which had become payable, as re* 
tpiired by the 6 t!i section of the act of Assembly, 
approved 23d of February, 1846, 1 issued and bad 
published a iiroclamation, notifying the holders of 
such bonds, that the Government would, on the first 
Monday in .-Xugust, 1847, at the Treasury, make pay- 
ment and redeem alt of said six year bonds, and that 
not more than four j)er cent, per annum interest 
would he thereafter paid on bonds not presented for 
payment on that day. The efTect upon the bond 
holders was not such as 1 had hoped, nor such as 
was doubtless anticipated by the passage of the act. 
The bonds were not all presented on tlie day desig- 
nated, nor have they yet been all presented. There 
still remain outstanding 8^9,800 of those bonds; so 
that under the law as now in force, the Stale isbnr- 
thened with four per cent, interest upon bonds due 
and payable, and which the State has long been 
ready to redeem, but which has been prevented by 
the failure of bond holders to present them for pay- 
ment, though notified to do so. This is unjust to 
the State and should not longer be tolerated. I 
therefore recommend tbe repeal of that clause of the 



act which subjects the State to payment of fbbr per I 
cent, interest. ” { 

Funds have been transmitted to the City of New 
York adequate to the payment of the iiistalme.nt of ' 
interest which becomes payable at that place on 
the first Monday in January, 1848. After the pay- 
ment of that instalment, and after the payment of 
all other demands for interest or otherwise, wh ich 
in the present year came against the Sinking Fund, 
there remained in the Treasury on the first of I.)e- 
[cember, 1847, subject to tbe order of the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, an unapplied residue of 
840,55)9 84. Including this sum, I am happy to as- 
sure ymi, that if not withdrawn and applied to other 
objects, the means of the fund will be more than suf- 
ficient to pay all the outstanding six years and ra il- 
road hond.s, which may be payable the coming year, ; 
amounting to .869.800 00. * " 1 

It is estimated that there will in the present fiscal j 
year, be received from all sources by the Sinking I 
i Fund, .8326,600, wliicli, when added to 40,599 84 in i 
the Treasury, as already stated, makes an aggregate 
amount of 8367,15*9 84. | 

Including the instalment of interest which will 
become payable on the 1st .Monday in January, ^ 
1845), tliere will be required in the same year to me et 
liabilities for interest and contingent expenses,!

The gross receipts from tiiat navigation, in the la st 
fiscal year, exceeded the gross receipts of the ye ar 
ending the 10th of October, 1846, the amount of 
87.836 66. .After deducting all expenses, swelle d, 
as I understand they were, by the unusual need of 
repairs on the public works, beyond what will prob a- 
bly be needed in tlic present fiscal year, there w as 
received in the year ending tlie lOlh of October lai t, 
by the Treasury, from that Navigation, for the use of 
the Sinking Fund, 8-9,070 .30. The receipts of t.;*ie 
preceding year, Irom tlie same source, after deduc t- 
ing e.\pen.scs, amounted to 829,173 58.

! It must therefore be a source of peculiar satisfuc-

: ing Fund. The annual contingent expenses of the
